The great danger in such controversies at present is 
that when men do not properly guard their tempers and 
fail to measure their words they may unwillingly become 
hostile. 

"If we wish to win the war, we must work with the. 
President and his agents whom he may designate to aid 
him. We may hope that if he discovers shortcomings in 
thus*- agents he will displace them. Criticism mav MMtf 
him to make such discoveries; hut the only criticism that 
can accomplish good is critic ism that is friendly, and free 
from harsh language and undue severity. Any other 
kind is more likelv to injure than help the cans,

The imperial type of unity in- 
all peoples under one snv- 
pnwer. It vva* be«t realized 
by the Roman Empire, which fo- 
.■'•nturie* held together the civilize! 
peciplea of Europe and the parts of 
\fnra and Asia surrnun ling the 
Mediterranean Sea. Its influence 
was felt far beyond its borders 
among the barbaric people* that 
•urrounded the empire proper. It 
wa« a political system that was 
based on power and conquest. It 
cared little or none for the corf- 
sent of the governed. It absorbed 
all that came in it* path that might 
withstand ils will. The constitu- 
tional basis for Europe was imperial. 

The decline and fall of this re- 
markable empire left Europe divid- 
ed into a multitude of small frag- 
ment*, in the hands nf feudal lords 
in the country and autocratic 
councils in the cities. This was a 
dark age for Europe, though lighted 
here and there, in isolated spots, 
with unwonted brilliance. Around 
the stronger and more resourcfiil 
feudal state*, as center*, gradually 
grew up the modern nations of Eu- 
rope, based on facial similarity or 
cei .graphical unity. Thus came inio 
III III <WM)I nationality as a consti- 
tutional basis for Europe. 

The system of nationalism gav^ 
opportunity for many «>f the most 
bloody wars of all time. Each nation 
in lurn aspired to extend its ow:i 
territory or its influence at the ex- 
pense of its neighbors. Spain 
France, England in the earlier 
times and Russia. Austria and Prus- 
sia in later, give abundant examples 
of this fact. Out of this constant 
turmoil there gradually grew the 
doctrine of balance ot power, a 
term which signifies the effort to 
hold in check an aggressive natioi 
by an alliance of the other states 
of Kurope. The combinations were 
almost infinite in number and 
changed with every changing cir- 
cumstance. Nationalism under the 
check of a balance of power was 
the constitutional basis of Europe. 
wh«n the present war broke out. 
and whatever of peace and securitv 
existed was the outcome of a 
balance of power that rested on 
counter alliance of strong nation- 
alities. On this the very existenco 
of the small states depended. 

There remains but one other 
constitutional basia for unity in 
Europe, and that Is included in 
Hie word Federation. Hy the ap- 
plication of this principle equal and 
independent states may come to-

Section 1.— Whenever any university, college or normal 
school in this state shall have a course of study equal in extent 
and similar in subjects to either the elementary - course or the 
intermediate course or the advanced course of the state normal 
schools, and shall have full and ample equipment and a faculty 
of competent instructors actually giving approved instruction 
in the branches contained in said course, and equivalent to that 
given in the state normal schools, a student who shall have 
completed any of these courses shall be granted by the state 
board of education an elementary certificate, an intermediate 
certificate, or an advanced certificate of the same tenor and 
effect as the certificate to teach issued to the students who have 
completed the elementary course or the intermediate course or 
the advanced course, respectively, of the state normal schools. 

Provided that the completion of such a course shall have 
been certified by the institution in which the student has com 
pleted the course 

Provided further, that no certificate shall, under the pro 
visions of this act, be issued to any applicant who has not com 
pleted the equivalent of the Kith grade of the public schools 

Sbctio.n 2. The determination of the question as to 
what institutions are entitled to the privileges set forth in the 
preceding section of this act shall be in the hands of a com- 
mission to be composed of the state superintendent of public 
instruction, the head of the department of education of the 
University of Kentucky, the state high school supervisor, the 
dean of the state normal school in whose district the institution 
making application for recognition is located, and the superin- 
tendent of a city of the first or second class, appointed by the 
Governor of the State, who shall hold his office for a period of 
three years, and thereafter his successors shall hold the ap- 
pointment for a similar period. No institution shall be en 
titled to the privileges ennferred by the preceding section of 
this act unless the following requirements have been fulfilled: 

First. Such institution shall be fully incorporated and 
the corporation shall have at least $50.0UO invested and avail- 
able for use in the school. 

Second. The corporation shall employ not fewer than 
five teachers who shall put in full time giving instruction in the 
courses of study required to be taught by the provisions of the 
preceding section of this act. 

Third. Such institution shall be a member of the Ken- 
tucky Association of Colleges and Universities, or on the list 
of the accredited secondary schools and junior colleges of this 
association. 

Fourth. No institution beneficiary under this art shall 
be supported in whole or in part by state funds. 

The state superintendent of public instruction shall, 
upon request of any institution desiring recognition under the 
preceding section of this act, direct the above named commis- 
sion to inspect the institution and to report within sixty days 
upon its application.

Grants may be made necessary by 
demands which tbe family Income and 
it allowance cannot be ex- 
to provide for, such aa alck- 
neaa. funerals and need of special 
training to create or Increase earning 
power. Grants In small amounts may 
be required to tide over a period of 
acute distress until proper Inquiry 
can be made and a plan of aerrlce de- 
rided upon. 

Allowances are paymenta at regu- 
lar Intervnls of a stated sum by the 
Red Cross Home Service Sections to 
the relatives of a soldier or sailor. 
They are usually limited, though not 
always, to tho,, not entitled to gov- 
ernment allowance, such aa, for ex- 
ample, the families of men serving for 
one of our alllea 

One may wonder how a Red Croaa 
chapter, buying several thousand dol- 
lars worth of supplies monthly to be 
made Into surgical dressings, woolen 
convalescent gowns, can 
for civilian relief work.

Why Most Speciee of the Swiftly Fly- 
ing Creatures Are Beneficial. 

Bats are often regarded with as 
much horror as snakes. The wheeling 
and rapid flight of the little creatures 
In 'the twilight, their dusky forma, 
shroml-llke wings nnd flery eyes, seem- 
ing to league thom with the supernat- 
ural; but they are generally not only 
harmless, but useful. They ore a 
scourge to Insects of every kind, from 
the mosquito upward. The big bats 
of the Indian peninsula are considered 
table luxuries by the natives. 

A bat measuring Wo feet from tip to 
tip must be a formidable looking crea- 
ture to encounter. This Is sold to be 
the slxe of the fr.ult-eatlng bats of the 
Amazon, to which the name of "vam- 
pire" Is often given; but even these 
are harmless. There Is. however, a 
smaller species in South America 
which does suck the blood of many an- 
imals, Including human beings. 

The mischief does not consist In, the 
quantity of blood abstracted by the bat 
Itself, but In the fur greater flow from 
"11ie trlnngulnr puncture after the with- 
drawal of the aggressor. It has been 
objected by obstinate unbelievers thut 
no one has ever seen the wound In- 
flicted ; but, considering that the bat 
bites only In darkness, the proof upon 
which the skeptics Insist Is not easily 
obtainable. 

The curious feature of the bat's bite, 
say South Americans. Is thut It Is hard- 
ly ever felt even when the person at- 
tacked Is awuke.
